DEEP PLOUGHING AND DRAINING: 

On these subjects, a correspondent of the 
Obie Cultivator thus writes:—"1 formerly 
| Ploughed my land with a single team; but of 
j late Luse a yoke of cattle with a span of hor- 
ses before them, and plough as deep as | can, 

say from 10 to 12 inches: and where there w 
formerly wet land in my fields, which I went| 
| round with my plough, | now drainthem. In 
jthe fall of 1848, 1 wanted to sow a field of 
wheat which had a wet piece of land in it, near-| 
ly half way through the field, and from 4to 5 
rods wide; | dug a dram through the middie; 
av de places made croes drains so as to 
be sure to collect all in the main 
1 dug the drains from 2 to 2 1-2 feet 
deep, taking care to keep the bottom even as 
| possible with a gradual descent, so that the 
| water could run off freely. The width of the 
| drain was about ten inches, keeping it narrow,| 
so that a less quantity of stone would fill them 
One side I dog nearly perpendicular, the other!

1 sowed clover on the same field last spriv 
and I think I never saw a more luxuriant crop 
Thus | have good wheat and good clover grow- 
ing on land that, previous to draining, was not 
only entirely worthless, but a perpetual eye- 
sore.”’

FISHING TRADE OF SCOTLAND. 

The value and importance of the Scotch fish- 
eries is immense. The total produce of the 
fishing in 1848 was 999,345 barrels of herrings, 
value £1,000,000.. During the same period 
364,951 ewt. of cod and ling were taken. The 
number of boats employed was 15,062, and the 
number of fixhermen 60,346, besides 97,477 
persons engaged in curing the fish. The ton- 
nage of the vessels employed in conveying salt, 
aol exporting herrings, was 66,214, and the 
number of the crews 5.097. The tonnage of the 
fish-boats was 125.945, and the total value of 
boats, nets and lines, £1,250,078—not, be it 
observed, the capital of merchants or curers, 
but the property of the poor fisherman, who, if 
he loses his boat, loses his all.
